225 Persons Dead 
In Eastern Storms 


| Property Damage 


Reaches Millions 


Week-end of wild, weird weather lashing through east- 
ern Canada and the eastern United States took a toll of at 
least 225 lives, untold injured and millions of dollars of 
property damage, 

Life for most of the millions on the eastern sea- 
board of the United States was getting back to nor- 
mal today, 48 hours after the great Appalachian 
storm spread death and destruction from South Oaro- 
lina to Maine, according to Associated Press. 

At .east 214 deaths were blamed on the devastating 
winds aiong the Atlantic seaboard and the heavy snow 
which fell as fax south as Mississippi and Alabama. Dam- 
age in New England alone was estimated at $100,000,000, 
with threatened floods expected to add to the cost. 

Most power, traffic and telephone 
service torn up by the storm was 
restored yesterday, but many areas 
still were cut off

Too Much Government 


The Crr government seems de- 

to go ahead with its plan for 

licencing and controlling the professions 

in Alberta and, while no one questions its 

to do so and while one listens to 

explanation of Premier Manning with 

Tespect, the conviction is growing that 

the step is ill-considered and in the very 
worst interests of the public. 

Someone has said that the best gov- 
erned country is the least governed. Noth- 
ing wiser or truer was ever said. 

To this aphorism might be added the 
further fact that the disease which sooner 
or later afflicts all good governments and 
brings about their downfall is the irre- 
sistible temptation to govern too much, 

It is into this pitfall that the Alberta 
government seems about to tumble. 

No one ¢an deny that Premier Ernest 
Manning and his colleagues have given this 
province, in most respects, sound, sensible 
end adequate government. 

Indeed, the administration of Alberta 
in a general way has been so eminently 
sane, reasonable and jist that in past elec- 
tions the people have forgotten their party 
lines to pile up majorities for Mr. Man- 
ning and his cabinet. 

This tendency was so marked in the most 
recent election that opposition almost dis- 
appeared from the legislature. 


We trust that this was not the turn- 
ing point in the usefulness of the Man- 
ning government. 

For history has shown, over and over 
again, how an excess of power leads to an 
abuse of power, how the ungrudging con- 
fidence of the people creates an unfortu- 
nate sense of omnipotence which is re- 
vealed in the subsequent government dis- 
position to control every aspect of human 
life. 

Fascism is not born in iniquity. It is 
merely the result of too much power and 
too little opposition. 

There is a decidedly fascist flavor to 
the provincial government's determina- 
tion to assume control of those professions 
which have made an excellent job of con- 
trolling themselves. 

The government has utterly failed to 
make out a case for withdrawing this self- 
control from the professions. Not one con- 
vincing reason has been offered for such a 
step. . 

The only reason is that with too much 
power the government is determined to do 
too much governing. 

It is an unhappy and even fatal ten- 
dency which the government should check 
if it wishes to continue to enjoy the confi- 
dence of Alberta people.

The Communists in 
China have been victorious, not 
because the Russians helped 
them, not because they had 
stronger arms — on the con- 
trary, every advantage lay with 
Chiang Kai-Shek. 

The Communists in China won 
because they persuaded the peo- 
ple that they would bring in a 
better society, a society of jus- 
tiee and material well-being. 
This is what our missionaries 
tell us—not one or two, but near- 
ly all of them. The people of 
China thus have been duped and 
misled, but let us realize why 
they turned Communist. We can- 
not continue to deny China na- 
tional status. Nor can we treat 
them as irreconcilable enemies. 


We can only conquer Commu- 
nism as we show ourselves to 
have a better way of life. Let us 


do that: for the first time in 
decades Marxism is dwindling. 

Converts are few. There are 
less “fellow-travelers.” The tide 
against Communist ideology is 
steadily rising. Let us carry on 
a warfare, not with bullets and 
bombs, but with a statement of 
faith, a demonstrated conviction 
of our faith in “The Kingdom of 
God.” 

Further, let us constantly tell 
the world, by every means in our 
power, our determination to 
create peace. “Life” thinks this 
is a sign of weakness. Yet the 
Communists have been doing this 
very thing. To a world heart- 
sick of war, the Communists have 
told of fearful plans by the dem- 
ocracies to fornent conflict on a 
gigantic scale. 

The United States, they say, has 
circled the earth with 500 mil- 
itary, naval and air bases. An 
airforce authority stated that 74 
target areas in Russia had been 
picked for atomic bombing. Prom- 
nent speeches call for a “pre- 
ventive” war. 

Let us proclaim our desire for 
peace. Let us describe the vast 
work done for peace—that Europ- 
eans are eating today because of 
the democracies who gave them 
food, that countries are indepen- 
dent because of our belp, that 
the democracies have given over 
thirty billions in direct aid and 
blood and treasure to keep free- 
dom alive. We are peacemakers. 

More than that: Let us teach 
end practice “The Kingdom of 
God.”

Concerned 

Editor, Bulletin—May I be per- 
mitted space in your paper to 
bring before the public a matter 
which is of very grave concern 
to all Canadians? 

Items have been appearing in 
the papers from time to time in 
recent months concerning the im- 
prisonment of Baptist students 
and missionaries—particularly in 
the Rouen and Val D'or districts 
of the province of Quebec, Just 
recently again four more of these 
christian workers have been ar- 
rested at Val D'or and sentenced 
to four months in the county 
prison at Amos, Que. 

The Noranda Baptist Church 
has held street meetings at this 
place for 11 years. The corner 
where the meetings were held 
‘was off the main street on a dead 
end with no sidewalks or curb, 
and could not possibly hinder 
traffic. In spite of this a bylaw 
was recently passed, forbidding 
such gatherings, under the pre- 
text of their hindering traffic. 
When the students gathered as 
usual to hold the meeting, a po- 
lice cruiser arrived and arrested 
the speakers, who were driven to 
the jail where they were regis- 
tered and searched. Their pockets 
were emptied—even bibles and 
combs were taken, They were put 
into small unlocked cells of about 
5 ft. by 7 ft. The furniture con- 
sisted of a double-decked hard 
board bunk, with no mattress and 
dirty pillows and blankets. Wrist 
watches were taken away. Next 
afternoon they were taken in 
before the Recorder (Magistrate) 
enc four constables, and the 
charge read: “Arrested in the 
mame of the King.” No bail was 
allowed them when they pleaded 
“Not Guilty” of obstructing traf- 
fie. Two days later the trial took 
place and a sentence of “four 
months in jail for ignoring the 
bylaw and preaching the Gospel” 
Was given. 

The Noranda pastor writes: 

“The court which sentenced 
these men was held behind clos- 
ed doors, with only those report- 
ers present who would continue 
to twist the truth for the Cana- 
dian public, as they have done 
continually and successfully for 
many weeks. When even one of 
the representatives tried to enter, 
the court room door was rudely 
shut in our face without any op- 
portunity to speak.” 

“A letter from one of the ac- 
cused behind prison bars reveal- 
ed that during the secret.trial of 
the four accused, one of the ac- 
cused was severely ridiculed by 
the French judge for having 
fought for the defence of Canada 
im the last great world conflict. 
This young man—an army veter- 
an of several years battle exper- 
jence overseas in this war—had 
stated in his defence that he was 
deeply hurt because the forces 
of His Majesty's law could be 


used in attempting to restrict 
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the religious liberty of His 
Majesty's most loyal subjects. In 
reply the Recorder rigiculed the 
army veteran for having fought 
for King and country in the last 
wer, declaring that it is doing 
comtrary to the will of God in go- 
ing away to war and killing peo- 
ple, This young mien, who has 
fought and risked his life for the 
liberty of our country, is now do- 
ing four months imprisonment, 
being sentenced by a man who 
himself openly declares that he 
was in opposition to the Canadian 
effort in the last world war. This 
army veteran says in his letter 
from the prison; ‘Such an insult 
by a magistrate of the King's 
Court to Canada’s fallen and crip- 
pled of World War II, is an out- 
rage to the Canadian people and 
the law courts of our land’ ” 
Surely the veterans of the last 
war, as well as all loyal Cana- 
dians, have a right to know why 


Has the time come when any man 
or group of men can forbid the 
preaching of God's Word? These 
are some of the things that are 
vitally important to us all, and 
this letter is written in the hope 
that the proper authorities will 
make it their business to look 
into tMis, and see to it that our 
freedoms are maintained.

Cleaning Fluid Use Needs Caution 


Recently still another report 
hes appeared in a medical jour- 
nal about poisoning from carbon 
tetrachloride, This is & potent 
chemical which is contained {n 
some cleaning fluids. 

The report 
dealt with some 
12 cases admit- 
ted to the Mar- 
ine Hospital in 
Staten Island, 
New York. Two 
of the seamen 
involved had 
been cleaning 
their clothes 
with carbon tet-

mausea, vomiting and diarrhea 


Another man had been painting 
a room in hig house, using carbon 
tetrachloride to thin the paint. 

In another study of this sub- 
Ject the following statement was 
made: “Dry cleaning fluids and 
stain removers are very common 
household poisons . . . cases of 
poisoning result both from the 
inhalation of vapors ag well as 
from swallowing. 

Serious 
Situation 

Some time ago we examined 
the body of a woman who had 
cleaned a dress with carbon tet- 
rachioride in the bathroom, a 
small space without ventilation; 
she succumbed to the fumes of 
this compound.” 


Now this is a serious situation 
@nd many people are not suffi- 
ciently aware of the hazards 
which may come from the care- 
less fluids containing carbon tet- 
rachloride ov other dangerous 
chemicals. Many fluids contain 
benzol or methyl alcohol which 
are also dangerous when either 
swallowed or when their fumes 
are inhaled, 

Some of the cleaning fluids, 
while they do not contain pois- 
onous chemicals, may catch fire 
easily, It has been reported that 
about 200 people are killed and 
1,000 seriowsly injured every year 
from burns caused by using in- 
fiammable cleaning solutions. 


These cleaning fluids are per- 


fectly safe if used with intelligent 
care. But more caution is need- 
ed. In order to avoid the danger 
from fumes from those solutions 
which contain poisonous chem- 
deals, cleaning jobs should be 
done out-of<loors where the 
fumes can quickly escape. 

It has been recommended also 
that cleaning with inflammable 
fluids should be done on moist, 
cloudy days, and that the con- 
tainer of the fulld should be kept 
on the ground in order to avoid 
any sparks from static electricity. 

It seems obvious that a person 
using a cleaning fluid which 
might possibly catch fire, should 
also be extremely careful not to 
light matches nor to smoke any- 
where near the fluid.
